Before the coming of the white man, the Indian had 
many ways of hunting the i\ jid horie oi "mustang "' 
At first, he chose to walk hia quarrj do'Wii, io\lo^\ mg 
day after day on foot until he was clobc enough to 
throw a loop around the mu'tdiig'* neck and capture 
him. 

Later, the hunter changed his method;-. He rode 
on horsehack, using as a trap a snaie of rope held 
out on a willow pole eight to teti feet long. He often 
hunted in groups, forming what wa'; called a "'sur- 
round," in which riders rushed from al! sides, rop- 
ing and leaping onto the wild horses' back- 
All of these methods the white mustanger quicViy 
adopted, and added one last refinement of his ow n 
— creasing. This meant shooting a horse across the 
neck, just enough to stun him. It was a method that 
proved unsuccessful — and very often fatal to the 
horse. 

As a result of all those methods, the two million 
mustangs that once roamed the West have all hut 
disappeared . . . and the mustang has taken his place 
wiih the buffalo as an American odditv.
